In observance of “National Newspaper 
week”, beginning today, we are publishing a 
creed that has been with us for many years. 
It has been published here on previous occa- 
sions as follows: 

I believe in the profession of journalism. 

I believe that the public journal is a public 
trust; that all connected with it are, to the full 
measure of their responsibility, trustees for 
the public; that acceptance of lesser service 
than the public service is betrayal of this 
trust. 

I believe that clear thinking and clear state- 
ment, accuracy and fairness, are fundamental 
to good journalism. 

I believe that a Journalist should write only 
what he holds in his heart to be true. 

I believe that suppression of the news, for* 
any consideration other than the welfare of 
society, is indefensible. 

1 believe that no one should write as a 
journalist what he would not say as a gentle- 
man; that bribery by one’s own pocketbook 
ig as much to be avoided as bribery by the 
pocketbook of another: that individual re- 
sponsibility may not be escaped by pleading 
another's instructions or another's dividends. 

I believe that advertising, news and ed- 
itorial columns should alike serve the best 
interest of readers; that a single standard of 
helpful truth and cleanness should prevail for 
all; that the supreme test of good journalism 
is the measure of its public service. 

I believe that the journalism which suc- 
ceeds best— and best deserves success—fears 
Ged and honors man: is stoutly independent. 
unmoved by pride of opinion or greed of 
power, constructive, tolerant, but never care-

Own Story of What is Happening 


When you see a trailer heavily loaded with 
furniture or a moving van filled with house- 
hold goods, do you ever try to make a story 
out of the situation? 

It might go like this; “the head of the fam- 
ily has been given a promotion and with great 
enthusiasm, all people concerned are looking 
ahead to a new life in a new community.” 

Sornetimes, the story might be in reverse; 
“The bread-winner lost his job and, unable to 
find suitable work in California, the family 
has packed everything possible into the fam- 
ily car and is heading ‘back home’.” 

On every major local highway on every 
day of the year there can be seen evidence of 
people moving from one location to another. 
It is refreshing to let one’s imagination de- 
velop the story in each case, based on the 
fleeting glance of the speeding, over-loaded 
car, the bulging trailer or the huge van. 

Such reflection on the moving vehicles and 
the story back of each gives reassurance to 
one who is permanently and happily situated 
in his own home and in the work he likes. 
Usually, families do not move unless there 
is good reason—either a new life in bigger op- 
portunities or a forced change because of 
working and living conditions. 

Many families move into the state, hun- 
dreds of them every day. In this district there 
is daily evidence of people speeding to their 
new California homes, each person anticipat- 
ing the new lite in the great west. And then, 
we see packed cars going east. Make your 
own stories of the passing parade of travel- 
ing humans—coming and going. 


Pennies Earned or Saved Make 
Or Ruin People - and Government 


The Washington News recently ran this 
thoughtful little editorial; “Some of the great- 
est fortunes ever accumulated in this country 
were built on nickel and dime articles, even 
penny items. Yet, in most cases, the profit mar- 
gin on each item was exceedingly small, a tiny 
fraction of the selling price. The secret was in 
the volume. 

The U.S. government is the biggest busi- 
ness in the world, so there is no lack of vol- 
ume. Pennies saved in volume will knock out 
deficits just as effectively as penny profits in 
volume will build up fortunes.” 

Mass distribution is as important to our 
living standards as its partner, mass produc- 
tion. And much of mass distribution’s success 
has resulted from an unremitting war against 
waste and unnecessary overhead cosis. The 
savings are passed on to the consumer in the 
form of lower prices or better goods. 

As The News implied, applying this idea 
to our incredibly costly government is nec- 
essary if the budget is to be balanced and 
eventual tax reduction made possible. Waste 
can ruin a family or a business—and govern- 
ment as well.

Higher Percentage-of School Age 
People Cause County Problem 


In San Bernardino county there is a larger | 


percentage of school-age population and a 
smaller percentage of adults than any other 
county in the state. 

The 1950 census of population in California 
showed that about 20 per cent of the state’s 
population was between five and 20 years of 
age. Over 20 years of age was 69'* per cent 
of California’s population, the tax paying 
group. 

In this county, however, only 66 per cent 
of the population was over 20 years of age. 


Likewise, 23 per cent, of the county population | 


was of the school age group. 

“What does this mean?” asks the San Ber- 
nardino County Taxpayers association. “Ob- 
viously, it means that this area has a smaller 
percentage of taxpayers and a larger per- 
centazje of school children. Therefore, the tax- 
payers of this county face more serious school 
problems ihan the state average.” 

School property taxes account for more 


than one half of all ae taxes levied in | 


the county. The taxpaYers association com- 
mends the educational system in the county 
for operating at a lower per-pupil cost than 
the state average. It is emphasized, however, 
that due to the large number of young people 
in the county. the school burden is greater up- 
on the taxpayers. 

This is the only suggestion from the asso- 
ciation: ‘ 

“School officials should be extremely care- 
ful in preparing their budgets and building 


programs to insure the most efficient use of | fi 


taxes and to hold costs down to absolute ne- 
cessity.” 


What Are Your Suggestions
